When the administration start- 
ed running into trouble on any 
of the bills, it sidestepped a 
showdown and awaited public 
hearings. 

The administration, itself, de- 
layed action until probably 
Wednesday on two key pro- 
posals—increases in the income 
and sales taxes. Then, it got into 
a hassle over whether the two 
plans would be taken up Thurs- 
day instead of Wednesday. This 
argument was not completely 
settled.

Presently, Secretary Dulles and 
the President of the United 
States are in the extremely un- 
comfortable position of earnestly 
desiring an armistice formula 
for the Formosan area. They 
most surely wish to discuss with 
the Chinese Communists an over- 
all plan for Southeast Asia, but 
both know that large elements 
of their own Republican Party 
will break away in violent dis- 
agreement. We could expect 
Senators Knowland and Jenner 
to make an elaborate use of the 
filibuster. Some few Demorats 
would join in opposition. 

So it is that, unless some mir- 
acle occurs, the administration 
will go unhappily to Geneva and 
take there a negative position 
which will accentuate tensions, 
not relieve them. 


Diplomacy is a great checker’ 


game. The Russians and the 
Chinese are, of course, aware of 
this political predicament in 
which the President and his ad- 
ministration are trapped. Con- 
sequently, they will make every 
possible move on the diplomatic 
checker board, in an effort to 
force us into a corner, and‘ they 
well may do it. 

People of the United States do 
not want to go to war. The 
President and the secretary know 
it and, in the end, they may be 
forced to break completely with 
the Knowland arti Chiang Kai- 
shek faction, make an agree- 
ment, and go to the people with 
it in the 1956 elections. 


Diplomatic Pressure 

As an example of Red China’s 
diplomatic pressure is the latest 
bit of news on Formosa to come 
out of Peiping. After four days 
of intensive discussion between 
British and Indian diplomats, in 
the Red capital, the foreign dip- 
lomats report that they can 
speak unofficially for Premier 
Chou En-lai and also for Presi- 
dent Mao Tse-tung to say that 
the Chinese Reds are willing to 
agree that they will not attempt 
to take Formosa by force. 

This, in essence, is exactly 
what we have been seeking, and 
for the President and the Sec- 
retary of State to go to Geneva 
unable to agree to what we have 
been proposing will make us all 
look a little ridiculous in the 
eyes of the rest of the world. 
The Chinese say they do not 
abandon their historical claim to 
the island of Formosa, but they 
are willing to leave it to the fu- 
ture and will sign a nonaggres- 
sion pact with regard to this 
long-disputed island. 

Nothing more clearly illus- 
trates the administration’s po- 
litical paradox than its unhappi- 
ness and uncertainty as it looks 
toward the Big Four meeting.

Pay Rise Bill 
Goes to Ike 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (#— 


Postal workers were finally 
assured today of a pay raise 
averaging 8 per cent. 

A House vote of 407-1 accept- 
ed a compromise the Senate 
had adopted last Wednesday 
78-0. Shortly after the final 
House vote, the Senate by voice 
vote accepted two minor House 
amendments and the bill was 
on its way to President Eisen- 
hower. 


Administration leaders gave 
assurance that Eisenhower 
would sign this bill. The raises, 
amounting to about $300 a year 
for rank and file workers, will 
be retroactive to March 1. 


Everyone stands to receive 
at least a 6 per cent raise, 
but the bill averages out at 
& per cent because some will 
get larger boosts. In all, about 
900,000 postal workers will bene- 
fit.

said the break was made while *

The escapees were identified as 
Franklin D. Robinson, 31, of At- 
lanta, who was to have been ar- 
raigned on charges of post office 

,» and George Krull, 30, 
of McKees Rock, Pa., charged 
with kidnaping, rape and inter- 
state transportation of a stolen 
automobile. 

The two, both with long prison 
records, were believed to have 
fled toward Atlanta in a stolen 
car soon after the break.

| Georgia legislators could stop 


worrying about some of _ the 
state’s financial problems if they 
could find a way to curb the 
state’s multi-million-dollar moon- 
shine racket. 


Illicit-liquor racketeers cost 
Georgia taxpayers millions of 
dollars a year. Based on official 
estimates of the state’s moon- 
shine output, the combined fed- 
eral and state tax loss exceeds 
$40,000,000 annually. 


Did you know that a 100-pound 
bag of sugar sold to a moonshiner 
represents a potential cost of at 
least $143.50 to taxpayers? And 
that the federal’ government has 
records showing 18,000,000 pounds 
of sugar sold annually to known 
or suspected moonshine channels 
in Georgia? 
| One hundred pounds of sugar— 
the one universal ingredient for 
liquor—makes a minimum of 10 
gallons of moonshine. (Some

shine-bootleg racket in Geor- 
gia.

moonshiners stretch it to make 
as much as 14 gallons.) 

When 10 gallons of rotgut liquor 
are bootlegged, the federal gov- 
ernment is swindled out of $105, 
the state out of $38.50—$32.50 di- 
rect whisky tax and $6 sales tax. 
(Figure on the sales tax is based 
on the cost of the cheapest bond- 
ed whisky, about $20 a gallon.) 

Federal revenue officials report 
that Georgia’s liquor racketeers 
are building bigger stills, many 
with production capacity of 500 
and 600 gallons a day. 

One still producing 600 gallons 
a day cheats Georgia and the 
federal government out of $8,610 
every day it’s in operation. A 60- 
day operation would be a tax 


fraud in excess of $500,000.

State’s Losses in Moonshine Tax 


Estimated at 40 Million Yearly 


Revenue officials estimate 
Georgia’s moonshine consumption 
exceeds that of bonded whisky in 
the state. A total of 3,164,939 
gallons of bonded whisky was 
sold in the state in 1953. 

Assuming that the moonshine 
output totals 3,000,000 gallons a 
year, the combined federal and 
state tax loss would be $3,- 
050,000. 

The state’s revenue loss would 
be $11,550,000—more than enough 
to cover the additional budget re- 
quests of the Welfare Department 
($4,007,423) and the Health De- 
partment ($2,617,000) and build 
two college buildings like the 
modern Atlanta Division, Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Revenue officials say that liq- 
uor racketeers seldom hold le- 
gitimate jobs, even as a ‘‘front’’ 
or “cover up.”’ The public is so 
accustomed to the prevalence of

For this was substituted a Demo- 
cratic version authorizing the con- 
struction over a four-year period 
of a maximum of 800,000 public 
housing units and a minimum of 
200,000. 

The minimum in practical fact 
probably. would become the maxi- 
mum, since the administration 
would be left with the right to de- 
termine whether there should be 
30,000 units a year or as many as 
200,000 a year.

Also Be Reciprocal 


‘ There is sharp disagreement between 
je State Programs Study Committee and 
tHe school people about the effects of the 


committee’s recommendations on allo- 
cating state school funds. 


The GEA opposes changing the for- 
mula now in use and DeKalb Supt. Jim 
Cherry, head of the PTA’s legislative 
committee, charges that under the new 
proposals “small rural systems would 
be wrecked.” It is also opposed by the 
State Board of Education. 


There is agreement with the commit- 
tee on most points such as the teacher 
salary scale and in providing more money 
for schools in general. 


The disagreements arise over the sug- 
gestion that school allocations be changed 
from a per teacher basis to a per pupil 
basis and the Rroposal that the present 
method of equalization between the 
wealthier and poor counties be changed. 


Under the new proposals, local sys- 
tems would be required to raise local 
property tax assessments for school pur- 
pbses to 50 per cent of market value. The 
state’s participation would hinge on that 
provision. Obviously it was intended to 
encourage local communities to equalize 
their participation in school costs and to 
force those counties who lag in this re- 
spect to take on an equitable share of the 
load. 


State Auditor Thrasher says that un- 
der the formula no school system would 
receive less than 40 per cent more than it 
now gets. Presumably he means this would 
be true if local requirements are met. 
The school people are ‘sure they will not 
be, at least in the two-year time limit. 


Certainly no one wants to destroy the 
“small rural systems” nor to deny equal 
educational opportunities for all Georgia 
children. It is obvious, too, that economic 
resources vary from county to county and 
that some sort of equalization program 
that is fair to all should operate. 


But each cownty and community should 
accept an equitable share of the load in 
accord with their economic resources. Mr. 
Cherry’s DeKalb is a case in point. De- 
Kalb is accepting its own responsibilities, 
adopting a property tax increase of 30 
per cent and is making plans for long 
range growth. It expects the state to do 
its share. 


Certainly there is room to question the 
advisability of curtailing public school 
vocational programs, library facilities, 
athletie activities and instruction in music 
and the arts. 

But there can be no question about the 
need for tax equalization throughout the 
state. Every community, every county 
should pay its fair share of support to 
public education in accord with its ability 
to do so. 

Equalization funds to help poor coun- 
ties are just but tax equalization to help 
all counties is both wise and just. Whether 
this phase, called the “Thrasher Plan,” is 
adopted or not, the state should move to 
end the present inequities.

The Sicilians Decide 


On Western Democracy 


The United States and other friends of 
Western democracy scored an impressive 
victory in this week’s Sicilian elections. 

The Sicilians voted for delegates to 
their regional assembly, a semi-autono- 
mous body. The pro-United States Chris- 
tian Democrat party of Premier Mario 
Scelba gained seven new seats. 

Their gain was at the expense of cen- 
ter and extreme rightist groups, which 
in Italy are as violent and dangerous as 
the leftist extremists. The Communists, 
who a few years ago were close to domi- 
nating the island, barely held their own. 

The Sicilian assembly has 90 seats. 
The Christian Democrats now control 37. 
Together, with their moderately inclined 
allies, this should make Sicily safely pro- 
Scelba for some time to come. 


Premier Scelba has held a most deli- 
cate balance of power since 1953. The 
Communists have worked hard to gain 
control of poor and overpopulated Italy 
since the close of World War II. Now, 10 
years later, they still are trying, but the 
Sicilian elections were a big setback to 
their plans. 


Norway and Sweden Set 
Example of Friendship 


Yesterday Norway celebrated the 
50th anniversary of the dissolution of its 
90-year union with Sweden. The event 
would not be of especial significance 
except that it proves that such events can 
occur without war and that the doctrine 
of self-determination of peoples can work 
if given half a chance. 

Half a century ago, the Norwegian 
Parliament declared that Swedish King 


Oscar II had “ceased to function as a 
King of Norway.” There were hot feelings 
on both sides of the border, but cooler 
heads prevailed. Norway chose its own 
king and for 50 years the Norwegians 
and the Swedes have existed side by side 
in friendship and cooperation. 


Norway is a small country, geographi- 
cally and in population. Her big neighbor, 
Sweden, could have held it by force per- 
haps. But the illfeeling that would have 
been generated would have resulted in 
constant strife. The Norwegians wanted 
to be free and they were given freedom. 
The result has been peace, friendliness 
and economic and cultural relations that 
have worked for the profit of both 
countries. 


.If the pattern set by Sweden and 
Norway could be followed, there would be 
no need for wars. Peace, understanding 
and good fellowship would prevail, and 
the energies and funds wasted on wars 
could be used to lift the level of human 
existence to new heights.

Georgia Bankers Ho pe 
To Aid the Little Man 


The Georgia Bankers Association is 
considering the establishment of a credit 
pool to come to the aid of small busi- 
nesses. 


The plan was announced by Mills B. 
Lane Jr., president of the Citizens and 
Southern National Bank before the Geor- 
gia Press Association convention in Sa- 
vannah. 

The organization would be called the 
Georgia State Business and Industrial De- 
velopment Corporation. It would have 
$2,000,000 in capital subscribed by Geor- 
gia business firms, Its purpose would be 
to bolster the credit of, and make borrow- 
ing easier for those business enterprises 
that do not meet the rigid rule-of-thumb 
requirements of most banks and govern- 
ment lending agencies. 

Many a small business with bright 
prospects has died, or has been sold to a 
larger outfit because some banker or loan 
agent could not see past the rule book. 
Many a bright young man has sought se- 
curity in a big concern rather than take a 
chance on his own, for it seems to be a 
world where credit is easy only for those 
who don’t really need it. 


Risk capital in the literal sense of the 
adjective is hard to find these days. In a 
land where the trend is to mergers, big- 
ness and economic stratification, the Geor- 
gia Bankers Association plan brings hope 
to the independent, the ambitious, and the 
inventive.

Secondly, Georgia already 
has one of the severest sales tax 
laws in the nation with compara- 


tively few exemptions on actual 
sales. To expand the tax further 
could endanger the basic sales tax 
structure through too-frequent re- 
visions.

WASHINGTON—The great gash carved by the

First is the policy defined half 
a century ago by President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for integrated de- 
velopment of our water resources 
for their best utilization for ev- 
erybody in irrigation, flood con- 
trol and hydro-electric power. 

Second is whether we will cling 
to the so-called ‘‘yardstick’”’ pol- 
icy established with the aid of 
Congress by another and later 
Roosevelt — Franklin D.—where- 


by such public projects as TVA 


and others were created as pilot 
projects to show what it costs 
to produce electricity and thus 
keep rates of privately owned 
utilities in line. 

Both principles would be pre- 
served if the fovernment is per- 


mitted to build a high dam across: 


the Snake River,as recommend- 
ed by the Army engineers. Such 
a dam would be authorized in a 
bill sponsored by 29 senators 
which was slated for final ap- 
proval at a session Wednesday, 
by an interior and insular af- 
fairs subcommittee that has 
been considering it, after which 
the measure would go to the full 
committee and thence to the Sen- 
ate floor. 

If, instead, this invaluable re- 
source of the people is handed 
over to the Idaho Power Co., 
which is chiefly absentee-owned 
by Eastern interest, for proposed 
piecemeal development, that 
would stop forever the wise, 
sound, integrated development 
of the great Columbia River sys- 
tem that is so necessary for the 
expanding economy of the North- 
west. It would also, of course, 
strike a deadly blow at the 
“‘yardstick”’ policy which, it is no 
secret, the private utilities are 
determined to break down.

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What Made Sammy Great 


We were having a rainstorm the night before the 
Southern Association all-star game last year, and as the 
lightning flashed and made fiery runs across the sky 
somebody waS reminded of Willie Mays, who flashes 
across the outfield for the New York Giants. 

Someone had been dwelling on the subject of center-fielders 
and how the present generation seemed to have gotten out of 
bounds. “‘You’d think,’’ said Joe Engel, who runs the store at 
Sh al i =~ Chattanooga, “that the only three 
guys that ever played center-field 
were Duke Snider, Mickey Mantle’’— 
then there was the flash of lightning— 
“and Willie Mays. These clucks must 
have forgot there was ever a guy 
named Tris Speaker who could run 
down a fly now and then.” 

‘“‘Well,”” observed William Keefe, 
prominent New Orleans critic of Geor- 
gia Tech football, “‘you can even have 
Speaker. I will say that the greatest 
outfielder I ever saw was Sammy 
Mayer.”’ 

. Now, this landed as a solid blow, 
for it was the first kind word Willie 
Keefe had uttered in honor of Atlanta 
way. since he charged Southeastern Confer- 
“= ence officials with armed robbery in 
. i ™ the Sugar Bowl. game of 1953. Or 
Bisher maybe he had disremembered that 
Mayer played the outfield for the Crackers. 

“Sammy Mayer,” he said, “made the greatest catch I 
ever saw.” And Keefe claims the title of the dean of South- 
ern sports editors, which he probably is. Seems that he has 
been manufacturing sports products for the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune since Teddy Roosevelt was President. 


“I remember it as if it was yesterday, for it was such a 
spectacular thing a fellow could never forget it. Red Torkelson, 
a big fellow that played first base for New Orleans, hit the ball. 
It was a tremendous drive, a tremendous drive. Mayer turned 
tail on a dead run in the direction of the center-field flagpole. 
He leaped up and wrapped himself around the flagpole and made 
the catch one-handed.”’ 


—There Was a Brother Named Erskine 


Then the memories began to grow fuzzy and conflicting. 
Keefe was sure he saw the catch in Atlanta, and somebody else 
said it must have been in New Orleans, for baseball writers 
didn’t travel with their teams in those days. The catch, however, 
was allowed, for Larry Gilbert said he remembered it, too. 

“Everybody ought to remember it,” Keefe said. “That was 
the greatest catch of all time.’’ 

It has grown to be one of my leading regrets since I arrived 
in this precinct that I came too late to see Sammy play. Thurs- 
day night, of course. he'll play again in the Lighthouse Game 
Oldtimers’ Batting Bee, but unfortunately he'll only swing a bat. 
More unfortunate, that’s about 30 years too late. But at least the 
man will be there in the flesh and in uniform. 


His career in the miajor leagues was short—1l1 games as 
a pitcher and outfielder with Washington in 1915. His brother, 
Erskine Mayer, had a considerably longer and more dis- 
tinguished career as a pitcher for the Phillies. Twice he won 
21 games for the National Leaguers, once on the way to the 
first pennant they ever won in 1915. 

But in their own backyard, it’s the magic of Sammy that’s 
always remembered. When new center-fielders come to Ponce de 
Leon Park, it is the common practice of the veteran watchers 
to compare them with Mayer. The comparison, of course, always 
is one-sided. The man hasn’t come to the park yet who could, 
not to coin a phrase, carry his glove.

He was a great show- 
man, they say, who applied a bit of a flourish to turn the com- 
monplace into something special. Above all, he had a strong arm 
and constantly shot down base runners whose bravery exceeded 
their good judgment. 

He always man- 
aged the ball club when Oharley Frank came down sick. I 
don’t say brains are necessary to be that kind of outfielder, 
but some brains didn’t hurt Sammy.”

| BU’ BUT, DON’T QUOTE ME 


~ Businessmen Vary on Effects of Ford Contract 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Whatever élse it may do, the Ford-CIO United Auto Workers 
version of the’ guaranteed annual wage has already infected 
many Atlanta businessmen with a sudden malady of the tongue 
that makes it say, ‘‘Don’t quote me, but.. .” 

So, we won't. 

Here, however, are the comments of some of 
leading management people—cloaked in anonymity: 

A local steel industry executive, for example, said, “‘basi- 
cally, I'm against paying people for not working. And I didn’t 
think Ford would go along with it.’’ 

3 KINDS OF INCOME 

He said he believes in only three kinds of income for any- 
body : 

: Take home pay for work accomplished. 

. Unemployment compensation as it has been set up for 
enuilitie layoffs. 

3. Social security for after retirement. 


No, the steelworkers in this area won't try for the guaran- 
teed annual wage this year or’ next, he added. ‘‘They’re more 
interested in a weekly paycheck for working.”’ 


Management's primary solution to the guaranteed wage cost, 
the same man continued, is to develop more efficient, time- 
saving machinery and production methods. 

And that means lots of money for research. 

WILL EFFECT BUSINESS 

Several Atlanta businessmen agreed that the Ford version 
of GAW will have at least one beneficial effect on business: 

In those areas where the company has plants, workers faced 
with a layoff will no longer have to postpone their retail buying 
plans to as large an extent as in past layoffs.

sure Ford and General Motors can afford stich a plan, but won- 
ders what it might do to some others. 


“I'm very sympathetic toward the aspirations of workers 
seeking annual job and wage security,’’ he declared. 

However, he continued, this new agreement will put enor- 
mous pressures on other companies—many of which will not be 
able to stand the cost. 

STRONG WILL SURVIVE 

The strong companies will survive, he added, but not the 

weak. 


An Atlanta bank president held that if the Ford and other 
guaranteed wage plans are economically feasible, they're a good 
thing. 

“I don’t know whether or not it (the Ford plan) will work,” 
he declared, but if it encourages better production scheduling 
and irans out the peaks ard valleys in auto industry employ- | 
ment in the long run, it will be a big help. 

A big textile employer here said guaranteed wages may be 
fine for companies with virtual monopolies—such as in the auto 
industry. 

DIFFERENT IN TEXTILE 

But it’s different in the textile business, he said.

“If you could get guaranteed annual sales like Ford and 
GM—who are sure the public’s going to buy so many cars every 
year, mostly theirs—GAW would be okay.”

easy to understand because fruit 
juices and other foods high in 
C tend to aggravate this condi- 
tion. 

Other disorders are in this 
category, which explains why 40 
per cent of all who require the 
services of a surgeon have been 
neglecting their diet. 

But the need for extra vita- 
mins does not end with the op- 
eration. Surgeons often use these 
products routinely as soon as the 
patient is able to eat again and 
the plan is continued throughout 
convalescence 

Why is this important? It has 
been demonstrated repeatedly 
that good nutrition favors heal- 
and speeds recovery. 

Deficiency of vitamin C is a 
common culprit. Patients who 
have suffered for a long time 
from liver or gall bladder dis- 
ease may require additional 
vitamin A as well as K. The lat- 
ter is essential in promoting clot- 
ting of the blood and is particu- 
larly necessary when jaundice 
exists. 


There is no clearly indicated 
strategy for South to follow in 
the auction. Normal practice 
with hands of this type is to 
preempt with a bid of four, but 
South decided to ‘‘walk’’ the hand 
in the hope of running into a dou- 
ble.
